Athens, Ga., January 10.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—Salaries, instead of 
fees, for solicitors of city and county 
courts, were earnestly and urgently 
recommended as a solution of the 
problem of getting more laborers on 
the roads, by the good roads confer- 
ence concluded here today under the 
auspices of the engineering depart- 
ment of the University of Georgia. 

Today's sessions were more or 1¢88 
of an experience meeting, and one of 
the interesting experiences related 
was that of Chairman P. G. Walker 
of the board of county commissioners 
of Morgan county. 

“Since we put our solicitor on a 
salary,” said Mr. Walker, “it haa 
worked wonderfully to the benefit of 
the county, and we have three or four 
times as many misdemeanor convicts 
working on our roads as we had un- 
der the old fee system. 

“Under the fee system the plan i 
to find out just how big a fine a de- 
fendant can afford to pay, collect 
arid let him go; while under the sal- 
ary system it becomes a question of 
edequate punishment to meet the of- 
fense, with the result that we have 
more men on our county gang work- 
ing the roads.’’ 

Hon. R. E. Davison, chairman of the 
prison commission, who presided ove? 
the sessions of the conference, called 
attention to the same condition when 
he said he had neticed Morgan county 
had several times as many misde- 
meanor convicts working on the rvads 
aus has Greene, his home county.

Calls for Salary System. 

lollowing this discussion, the confer- 
ence, just before lis adjournment, 
unanimousiy adopted a resolution fas 
voring the salary system for city and 
county court sclicitors, and urging the 
Georgia Federation of Road authorities 
ut their meeting here in June to take 
hold of this question and ask of the 
legislatare enactment of a law which 
will bring about the desired changes 
all over the state. \ 

lt was estimated here that a change 
irom the fee to the salary system ap- 
plied to every county in Georgia 
would result in putting something 
like 1,000 more men on the roads in 
acdition to the present force. This 
would imean the construction of two 
miles more of road per day than are 
now being built, or approximately of 
700 miles of additional road in Geor- 
Ria every year: 

It is claimed the fee system causes 
the acceptance of gmal! fines in nu- 
merous cases where chaingang sen- 
tences would otherwise be imposed, 
and where the county would get the 
benefit of the criminal’s work upon its 
roads. 

There is no question that the legis- 
lature will be strongly urged to make 
this reform at its session this summer 
in the interest of read development in 
the state

Rochester, N. Y¥., January 10.—Wil- 
liam Twyman, a negro, considered in- 
sane, murdered his father at their 
home in Scottsville, a little village near 
Rochester, this morning, shot dead a 
deputy sheriff, severely wounded three 
other deputies an@ slightly injured 
Sheriff Harley Hamil, the leaders in a 
posse of more than a-~hundred persons 
who endeavored to enter Twyman’s 
in which he had barricaded 
himself. * 

Cannon Secured to Use on Negro. 

Twyman held the besiegers at bay 
for six hours, until 4 p.m., when a one- 
pounder gun hurried to the scene from 
the local armory, with a squad of 
naval militia and national guardsmen, 


| arrived on the spot. Sheriff Hamil then 


sent an ultimatum into the negro’s 
fort, by John Alexander, a negro, with 
whom Twyman has always been friend- 
ly, that if the desperado would sur- 
render he would be protected from vio- 
lence, but that if he persisted in defy- 
ing the officers the house would be 
shot to pieces.

Rebellion against the January ap- 
portionment sheet which will be re- 
ported by the finance committee of 
council is already under way and will 
probably show itself in full _ force 
when the committee’s report is made 
to council, according to what seems 
to be well authenticated rumors 
around the city hall. 

A caucus, or conference, it is un- 
derstood, will be held in a day or two 
between members of the city boards 
and members of some of the commit- 
tees of council who are opposed to the 
program which has been mapped out 
by the finance committee. These 
committee and board members, it is 
stated, are rebelling against the fi- 
nance committee saying what streets 
shall be worked with appropriations 
and specifying in detail how the 
boards shall use the money given 
them. 3 

Sheet May Not be Adopfed. 

it is claimed that there will be 
enough members of council opposing 
the finance sheet to prevent its be- 
ing adopted as reported by the com- 
mittee. That there is much dissatis- 
tion among members of council and 
members of the city boards seems cer- 
tain and it does not look at present 
as if the fimance sheet is going 
through council without many pro- 
tests and without amendments being 
adopted. 7 : 

The finance committee held an ex- 
ecutive session yesterday morning and 
afternoon and at first the meeting was 
so exclusive as to prohibit even the 
presence of council members who were 
not members of the committee. Mayor 
Winn, it is stated, made a protest 
against the exclusion of council mem. 
bers and later they were admitted 
into the meeting. 

Important Street Work. 

One of the most important matters 
taken up by the committee was a 
resolution calling for appropriations 
to repave Last Fair street from 
Washington street to Oakland ceme- 
tery, and South Boulevard from Grant 
park to the railroad. This a part 
of the plan to make good driveways 
from the center of the city-and from 
Piedmont park to Grant park. The 
money needed for all of this work 
will not be more than $6,000 as the 
county is expected to do much of the 
work. It is believed the committee 
will make the necessary appropria- 
tions. 

Another important matter before 
the committee was a resolution by 
Councilman Chambers asking for an 
appropriation of $3,000 with which to

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FRENCH CABINET 
FALLS TO PELE

Every Member of the Caillaur 
Ministry Tenders Resignation 


Before Cabinet Finally Fell, 
Delcasse Had Been Per- 
suaded to Accept Portfolio 
of Foreign Affairs—Treaty 
Caused the Trouble. 


Paris, January 10—The Caillaux 
cabinet fell tonight when every. mem- 
ber unexpectedly resigned. It was 
generally believed the ministry would 
be overthrown by the deputies within 
a few days, in 'view of the crisis pre- 
cipitated yesterday, but the announce- 
ment of the resignations tonight 
caused considerable surprise. 

The resignation last night of the 
foreign minister, Justin De Selves, 
which followed a dramatic scene at a 
meeting of the senate committee when 
M. De Selves declined to back up the 
premier in his statement regarding re- 
cent negotiations between Germany 
and France, resulted in immediate dis- 
sensions in the cabinet. 

Delcasse Was Willing. 

Theophile Deleasse, minister of ma- 
rine, accepted the portfolio of minister 
of foreign affairs, but M. Millerand, 
ex-iminister of public works, Admiral 
Garminet and Pierre Baudin, to whom 
the marine portfolio was successively 
offered, declined. Millerand said that 
he would take only the foreign office; 
Admiral Germinet pleaded that he 
knew nothing of politics, and Baudin 
declined “on the advice of friends.” 

Finally Deicasse sought the premier 
and agreed to accept the foreign min- 
istry only on condition that a parlia- 
mentafian of distinction could be found 
for the important portfolio of the 


navy, for the regeneration of which hepin Louisville, ky., 


had labored for months. M. Caillaux 
therefore, accepted the inevitable and 
went to Elysee Palace and announced 
to President Fallieres the retirement 
of himself and colleagues Later he 
issued a statement, regretting that he 
was unable to retain the premiership 
and defend himself against charges and 
calumnies. 

Among the names mentioned as mosi 
likely for the new cabinet are M. Dei- 
casse, Bourgeois, Raymond Poincare, 
Millerand, ex-Premier ‘Briand and pos- 
sibly ex-Premier Clemenceau. 

The Paris newspapers, which unani- 
mously regret the De Selves-Caillaux 
incident, as likely to do harm to the 
prestige of France abroad, quickly 
lined up for and against the premier.

State Health Board Asks Help 
of New York Board to Com- 
bat Malady—Churches and 
Schools Closed—Cities Are 
Quarantined. 


Austin, Texas, January 10.—About 50 
families, mostly women and children, 
seeking a temporary residence free 
from cerebro spinal meningitis, arrived 
here today from north Texas points. 
A large number of families is said to 
have passed through en route to San 
Antonio, where the disease has not ap- 
peared, 


Dallas, Texas, January 10.—The 
state board of health decided to try 
to secure for distribution throughout 
Texas a supply of the New York board 
of health meningitis serum. It urged 
county attorneys to prosecute the 
practicing of alleged healing of menin- 
gitis by unauthorized persons and also 
to prosecute delayYs in reporting or 
diagnosing meningitis by regular phy- 
siclans. The disease was declared to 
be most prevalent among negroes. 

Dr. Abraham Sonhian, the New York 
meningitis expert, received word to- 
day that his mother is dying in New 
York. He said he would remain in 
Texas to help combat meningitis. 

Twelve New Cases. 

Twelve new cases in Dallas. since 
noon yesterday and five deaths were 
reported to the city board of health 
up to noon today. All these deaths 
were of white persons. Three of the 
new cases were negroes, 

At Hillsboro, Texas, today, the city 
council requested churches to discon- 
tinue services temporarily because of 
the fear of spinal meningitis, Waco 
physicians recommended to the city 
board of health temporary discontinu- 
ance of church services, public funer- 
als and the closing of moving picture 
shows. Hewitt, McLennon county, was 
reported today to have quarantined 
against Dallas, 

Schools Will Close. 

The closing of public schools a 
Marshall, Texas, near the Louisiana 
fline, was recommended by officials of 
that city and physicians there last 
night because one case of meningitis 
had appeared at Marshall.

Washington, January 10.—Senator 
Lorimer’s second day as a witness be- 
fore the senate investigators of his 
elegtion was a comedy of laughter and 
politics.

Mr. Lorimer’s relations with Edward

knew enough about politics to be 
trusted in such a capacity. 

That Alleged Message From Taft. 

The now famous message which 
Hines is said to have carried from 
Washington to Governor Deneen, to 
the effect that President Taft, Senator 
Penrose and former Senator Aldrich 
were anxious to see Lorimer elected, 
was discussed again, and Senator 
Lorimer said the first he knew of auch 
a message was when Hines delivered it.

Athens, Ga., January 10.—(Special 
Correspondence,)—Salaries, instead of 
fees, for solicitors of city and county 
courts, were earnestly and urgently 
recommended as a solution of the 
problem of getting more laborers on 
the roads, by the good roads confer- 
enee concluded here today under the 
auspices of the engineering depart- 
ment of the University of Georgia. 

Today's sessions were more or less 
ef an experience meeting, and one of 
the interesting experiences related 
was that of Chairmah P. G. Walker 
of the board of county commissioners 
of Morgan county. 

“Since we put our solicitor on a 
salary,” said Mr Walker, “it haa 
worked wonderfully to the benefit of 
the county, and we have three or four 
times as many misdemeanor convicts 
working on our roads as we had un- 
der the old fee system. 

“Under the fee system the plan is 
to find out just how big a fine a de- 
fendant can afford to pay, collect & 
and let him go; while under the sal- 
ary system it becomes a question of 
edequate punishment to meet the of- 
fense, with the result that we have 
more men on our county gang work- 
ing the roads.’’ 

Hon. R. E. Davison, chairman of the 
prison commission, who presided over 
the setsiens of the conference, called 
attention to the sime condition when 
he said he had noticed Morgan county 
had several times as Many misde- 
meanor convicts working on the rvads 
as has Greene, his home county. 
While eMorgan kas the salary system, 
Greene is still paying fees to her 
ceurt officers, Mr. Davison said. 

Calis for Salary System. 

lollowing this discussion, the confer-

It is claimed the fee system causes 
the acceptance of gmal] fines in nu- 
merous cases where chaingang sef- 
tences would otherwise be imposed, 
and where the county would get the 
benefit, of the criminal’s work upon its 
roads.

Cannon Secured to Use on Negro, 

Twyman held the besiegers at bay 
for six hours, until 4 p. m., when a one- 
pounder gun hurried to the scene from 
the local armory, with a squad of 
naval militia and national guardsmen, 
arrived on the spot.

Rebellion against the January ap-

mittee. That there is much dissatis- 
tion among members of council and 
members of the city boards seems cer- 
tain and it does not look at present 
as if the fimance ‘sheet is going 
through council without many pro- 
tests and without amendments being | 
adopted. : 

The finance committeé held an ex- 
ecutive session yesterday morning and 
afternoon and at first the meeting was 
so exclusive as to prohibit even the 
presence of council members who were 
not members of the committee. Mayor 
Winn, it is stated, made a_ protest 


against the exclusion of council mem. 


bers and later they were admitted 
into the meeting. 
Important Street Work. 

One of the most important matters 
taken up by the committee was a 
resolution calling for appropriations 
to repave East Iair street from 
Washington street to Oakland ceme- 
tery, and South Boulevard from Grant 
park to the railroad.

FALLS TO PIECES

Every Member of the Caidaux 


Ministry Tenders Resignation 


Before Cabinet Finally Fell, 
Delcasse Had Been’ Per- 
suaded to Accept Portfolio 
of Foreign Affairs—Treaty 
Caused the Trouble. 


Paris, January 10.—The Caillaux 
cabinet fell tonight when every mem- 
ber unexpectedly resigned. It was 
generally believed the ministry would 
be overthrown by the deputies within 
a few days, in view of the crisis pre- 
cipitated yesterday, but the announce- 
ment of the resignations tonight 
caused considerable surprise. 

The resignation last night of the 
foreign minister, Justin De _ Selves, 
which followed a dramatic scene at a 
meeting of the senate committee when 
M. De Selves declined to back up the 
premier in his statement regarding re- 
cent negotiations between Germany 
and France, resulted in immediate dis- 
sensions in the cabinet. 

Delecasse Was Willing. 

Theophile ‘Delcasse, minister of ma- 
rine, accepted the portfolio of minister 
of foreign affairs, but M. Millerand, 
ex-minister of public works, Admiral 
Garminet and Pierre Baudin, to whom 
the marine portfolio was successively 
offered, declingd. Millerand said that 
he would take only the foreign office; 
Admiral Germinet pleaded that Nhe 
knew nothing of politics, and Baudin 
declined “on the advice of friends.” 

Finally Deicasse sought the premier 
and agreed to accept Tlie foreign min- 
istry only on condition that a parlia- 
mentafian of distinction could be found 
for the important portfolio of the 
navy, for the regeneration of which he 
had labored for months. M. Caillaux 
therefore, accepted the inevitable and 
went to Elysee Palace and announced 
to President Fallieres the retirement 
of himself and colleagues Later he 
issued a statement, regretting that he 
was unable to retain the premiership 
and defend himself against charges and 
calumnies. 

Among the names mentioned as mosi 
likely for the new cabinet are M. Del- 
casse, Bourgeois, Raymond Poincare, 
Millerand, ex-Premier Briand and pos- 
sibly ex-Premier Clemenceau. 

The Paris newspapers, which unani- 
mously regret the De Selves-Caillaux 
incident, as likely to do harm to the 
prestige of France abroad, quickly 
lined up for and against the premier.

Spinal Meningitis Plague Cause 
of Exodus from Texas Cities, 


State Health Board Asks Help 
of New York Board to Com- 
bat Malady—Churches and 
Schools Closed-——Cities Are 
Quarantined. ) 


Austin, Texas, January 10.—About 50 
families, mostly women and children, 
seeking a temporary residence free 
from cerebro spinal meningitis, arrived 
here today from north Texas points. 
A large number of families is said to 
have passed through en route to San 
Antonio, where the disease has not ap- 
peared. 


Dallas, Texas, January 10.—The 
state board of health decided to try 
to secure for distribution throughout 
Texas a supply of the New York board 
of health meningitis serum. It urged 
county attorneys to prosecute’ the 
practicing of alleged healing of menin- 
gitis by unauthorized persons and also 
to prosecute delays in reporting or 
diagnosing meningitis by regular phy- 
sicians. The disease was declared to 
be most prevalent among negroes, 

Dr. Abraham Sonhian, the New York 
meningitis expert, received word to- 
day that his mother is dying in New 
York, He said he would remain in 
Texas to help combat meningitis. 

Twelve New Cases. 

Twelve new cases in Dallas. since 
moon yesterday and five deaths were 
reported to the city board of health 
up to noon today. All these deaths 
were of white persons. Three of ‘the 
new cases were negroes, 

At Hillsboro, Texas, today, the city 
council requested churches to discon- 
tinue services temporarily because of 
the fear of spinal meningitis. Waco 
physicians recommended to the city 
board of health temporary discontinu- 
ance of church services, public funer- 
als and the closing of moving picture 
shows. Hewitt, McLennon county, was 
reported today to have quarantined 
against Dallas, 

Schools Will Close. 

The closing of public schools a 
Marshall, Texas, near the Louisiana 
fline, was recommended by officials of 
that city and physicians there last 
night because one case of meningitis 
had appeared at Marshall. The schools 
will close. ers;

‘Long View, Texas, January 10-—The 
city board of health teday announced 
Worth and other places 
where meningitis is prevalent.

After investigation, the board yes- 
terday notified Governor Slaton that 
the charges brought by Dr. Westmore- 
land are practically the same which 
he brought against the secretary some 
months ago, that the board at that 
time cleared Dr. Harris of the charges 
and that it sees no reason for chang- 
ing its decision, 

The action taken by the board prob- 
ably ends the matter until the legisla- 
ture meets. Dr. George Brown, mgm- 
ber of the legislature from this coun- 
ty, has stated that when the legisla- 
ture meets he will introduce a resolu- 
tion demanding a full investigation of 
all the charges .made by Dr. West- 
moreland in his published statement 
a few days ago. 

Letter to Governor. 


The communication which the board 
submitted to the governor regarding 
the charges is as follows: 

To His Excellency, John M. Slaton, 
Governor, Atlanta, Ga. 

Sir: I am directed by the _ state 
board “of health to say: The .board 
respectfully a¢éknowledges receipt from 
you of the communication from Dr. 
W. F. Westmoreland, its former pres- 
ident. making certain charges against 
Dr. H. F. Harris, secretary and direc- 
tor of laboratories, and by implication 
against the board itself. These charges 
were (practically all of them) pre- 
sented to the board at its meeting on 
September 12, 1911, and September 2), 
1911, and were coupled with a demand 
for Dr. Harris’ dismissal.

As Dr. Harris-was to be 
retained and his responsibility ‘en- 
larged the resignation of the president 
was accepted. 

Practically the same charges as 
made by Dr. Westmoreland in his let- 
ter to you were presented to Governor 
Hoke Smith last September, and on 
September 25, at the request of Gov- 
ernor Smith, the board met in his of- 
fice and discussed with him this entire 
subject, after which discussion Gov- 
ernor Smith referred the matter back 
to the board for action, and the action 
taken by the board is related above. 

Upon receipt of your letter enclos- 
ing the renewed charges of Dr. West- 
moreland the board at its session on 
January 8 again considered carefully 
all the charges made by Dr. West- 
moreland, and after thorough consid- 
eration of the subject saw no reason 
to change its former decision. 

Though not claiming infallibility or 
unusual wisdom the board is satisfied 
that its action will result in greater 
efficiency in the health department 
and consequently greater value of its 
gervice to the people. 

With your excellency’s permission

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MARIETTA STREET’S JUST APPEAL. 


Conspicuous among the many ‘deserving appeals for appropria- 
tions with which the finance committee and council find themselves 
iaced is that put forth by the property owners of Marietta street.

Alleged That ‘Reduced Freight 
Rates From Northwest Had 
Been Refused. 


Chicago, January 10.~-Reports that 
the interstate commerce commission 
ted decided to 1efuse permission for 
reduced freight rates from the Cana- 
dian northwest helped rally the wheat 
market today, after a decline due to 
better weather in the Argentine. Clos- 
ing figures were firm, a shade lower 
to % higher than last night. Corn fin- 
ished % to 4@%c up, oats unchanged 
to %c advance, and hog preducts va- 
rying each way from 24 hours before. 

The news regarding the alleged de- 
cision adverse to a proposed reduction 
of charges on Canadian wheat came 
from Minneapolis and tended to dispel 
zloom as to the cash situation, It 
had previously been stated that, ow- 
ing to dullness in the flour trade, the 
mills ‘outside cf this city were not 
living vp to an agreement to move 
regularly from Chicago a percentage 
of the cash wheat. purchased here, 
Shutting out of possible competition 
from Canada acted, therefore, as an 
encouragement fcr the bulls. During 
the greater portion of the day, how- 
ever, the market was depressed, large- 
ly as a result of improving harvest 
conditions in the Argentine. The cold 
Wave, too, scemed to slacken businesa 
all around anc to prove indirectly a 
source of weakness until the last half 
hour brought back a comparative re- 
turn of strength. Between the open- 
ing and the close May fluctuated be- 
tween 99% to $1.00%, with last sales
